The past few years have seen the real growth and devel- 
opment of a genuine American Oil scene. There have been 
isolated Oil bands in the past, such as Atlanta's Anti-Heros, 
D.C.'s Iron Cross, Brooklyn's YDL and NJ's Niblick Henbane, 
and plenty of bands have labeled themselves skinheads, 
but as far as true blue street-rock bands creating worthwhile 
tunes, the prospects have been dim. Nowadays, though, 
there's no shortage of quality U.S. Oi! whether you prefer 
the straight street-rock'n'roll of the Headache Records roster 
or the more skinhead-oriented bands of the NYC area. The 
Templars are clearly at the head of the New York City Oi! 
scene in terms of time logged and songwriting. They were 
interviewed around the corner from a packed show at 
Nightingale's that highlighted some of the main bands of 
the current NY Oi!/punk scene. [Interview by Ben Smith] 

Do A Runner: When did you guys first get together? 
Carl: We started in April of '91. 

Phil: Our first show was sometime in '92. Carl and I 
actually grew up right around the corner from each other. 
This dude Mark introduced us. He was like, "This guy likes 
punk-rock also." I was like, "cool." I found out he lived 
real close, so I started going around his house and we start- 
ed banging stuff out. We started recording on this 4-track 
machine, and Oi! just happened. We're both into the same 
shit, so it was real easy to work together. 

Do A Runner: I'd say your sound isn't just straight Oi!, I 
hear other influences as well. 

Carl: I think most of us are into early Who stuff, the Rolling 
Stones, Kinks, early punk stuff. I like folk music, too. These 


guys aren't really into that but I write most of the music so 
it's an influence on me. 

Do A Runner [to Perry]: How long ago did you join? 
Perry: Basically... when was that Business show? 

Phil: August '94. We were having trouble with our bassist 
at the time. He was losing interest. We played with The 
Business, and Pist'N'Broke from Detroit played a short set 
before us. I played drums for them, and Perry played bass. 
While we were playing, I was thinking, "Yo man, Perry's 
pretty good on bass." Then while we were playing I was 
imagining Perry playing with The Templars. After that, we 
finally got tired of Don, our old bass player, being more 
dedicated to his other band Sub DK, than to us. So we cut 
the strings, let Don go, and inducted Perry into The Templar 
Hall Of Fame. 

Perry: I wasn't going to let 800 miles stand in the way of 
me playing with one of my three favorite Oi! bands. I was 
like, "Yeah, I'll do it." I live in Chicago so it's not easy, but 
so far, so good. 

Do A Runner: Tell me about your 'zines. 

Perry: I actually worked on two skinhead 'zines. The first 
one was called Boot Party and we did that between late 
'89 to '92 and put out six issues. Then I did another 'zine 
called Carry No Banners. But I'm in another band back in 
Chicago, so between that and The Templars, I don't really 
have time to do the 'zine anymore, so I've had to kind of 
let that go. I'd rather just concentrate on my own music. 
Phil: Carl and I do a zine called No Escape and Perry's 
going to start writing for us. We've only put out four issues 
since '93. It takes awhile for them to come out, but when 
they do, it's like another chapter of the Bible [I aughter]. 
No bullshit. No kiss-ass reviews. It's all relevant shit. It's all 
the truth. 

Do A Runner: Where does the name 'The Templars' come 
from? 

Carl: Phil brought that name up along with a couple of 
others. I thought it was pretty catchy and it's also got a 
pretty interesting history behind it, but you've got to read 
up on it. 

Do A Runner: It's from the Knights Templar, right? 

Carl: Yeah, the Templars started as a group of knights in the 
Middle Ages to protect pilgrims going to Jerusalem and 
eventually grew to become a huge order throughout Europe. 
They started becoming pretty wealthy and gaining land to 
the point where they wanted to form their own province in 
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the south of France. The king of France grew jealous of them, 
and with the help of the Pope, tried to discredit them and 
break them up. They never found the Templars' treasures. 
Phil: It took about a week for news to travel from the 
Middle East to Europe, so it's a big mystery as to how the 
Templars knew to hide their treasures. By the time [the 
king and the Pope's armies] got to them, their place was 
cleared out. Some of them escaped, though many of them 
were caught. 

Carl: Some of the ones that escaped tried to re-establish 
the order in Scotland under a different name but they never 
really followed through with it. 

Phil: Some of them were so disgusted with the Church that 
they went and joined the Moors. 

Do A Runner: So what is it about that history that inspired 
you to take the name? 

Phil: They were great warriors. They were stabbed in the 
back by the people they were hired to protect. They were 
fighting for a god who was nowhere to be found when they 
needed help. The people who tried to destroy them, though, 
ended up dying shortly thereafter. The Pope died under 
mysterious circumstances and King Phillip of France fell off 
his horse and cracked his head open. 

Do A Runner: How would you define Oi! music? 

Carl: Oi! is a cross between early punk-rock and early 
British-rock. 

Phil: It's just music by the kids. The skinhead revival hap- 
pened in 78, 79. Punk was already dead so [the kids] 
needed a new punk. 

Carl: Skinheads and Oi! put the reality back into punk 
when it was becoming too abstract. 

Perry: The English Oi! bands really took it to the streets. 
Most of the early punk bands were middle class kids. The 
Oi! bands really were working class kids. 

Do A Runner: Just to clarify, you guys would all consider 
yourselves skinheads, right? 

All: Yes. 

Do A Runner: Why do you feel the need to label your- 
self as such? 

Perry: To me, the way I look expresses my values. The 
values I grew up on. I come from a working-class family. I 
was taught to work hard, stick up for my friends, have 
respect for other people, be a decent human being. Some 
people think that being a skinhead is about getting drunk 
and getting into fights... unfortunately, there is a place for 
that in our society... 

Phil: Yeah, but all people fight so I wouldn't even say that. 

Do A Runner: True. 

Perry: It's just a nice clean-cut look. Also there's so much 


great music associated with it, like reggae, soul, ska, right 
up to early punk and Oi! 

Phil: No hardcore, though [laughter]. I have no problem 
with hardcore but it's not skinhead music. The hardcore I 
don't like, that I'm dissing, is the new shit; the metal-rap 
shit. I like some old hardcore. Early CFA's good. Early AF, 
Life's Blood, that shit rocks. 1988 and before then. I used 
to go to matinee's all the time, see those bands, then 
between bands go out to the car and pop an Oi! tape in. 
Do A Runner: What misconceptions do you think most 
people have about Oi! and skinheads? 

Perry: They think Oi! is racist music. That all skinheads 
are racists. 

Carl: Because all they know is what they see on TV. 

Phil: You've got Nazi skinheads out there but they won't 
go to Oi! shows because they know they'd get their head 
stomped. Instead they'd rather go to a Slayer show and 
terrorize the little metal heads. Those guys mostly just 
stay home... 

Carl: And listen to rap [laughter]. 

Phil: Yeah, they'll listen to N.W.A. because they say the 
word 'nigger.' 

Do A Runner: Why don't you guys talk about your studio 
a bit. You do all your own recording. 

Carl: Acre Studios? It's not a real, proper studio. It's my 
garage with my little brother's drumset and an 8-track 
that I invested in. I got some mikes, pretty much for free 
from my brother. He's a musician also. I just pretty much 
taught myself how to use the stuff, that's why I've gotten 
some comments on the earlier stuff. It has a rough edge 
to the sound. 

Phil: Oi! doesn't need 24-track recording. 

Do A Runner: Who else have you recorded at Acre? 
Carl: Oxblood, Vibram 94, Red Alert and Battlecry. The 
Red Alert's kind of a bad job. They had to record live and 
that's kind of a problem. 

Phil: It was kind of a rush job because they had to catch a 
flight that day. 

Do A Runner: Were they planning to record or did you 
have to talk them into it? 

Phil: Well, we got them over to America and hooked them 
up with shows. They were so grateful about that — it was 
what they'd always wanted to do — they would've eaten the 
corn out of our shit if we asked them to [laughter]. No, not 
to dis them but they were just so happy to be over here and 
had such a good time that it was nothing, the recording, to 
them. They were happy to do it. 

Do A Runner: How many of the first generation Oi! bands 
[ Continued on the next page ] 
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have you played with and how have they reacted to you? 
Phil: We've played with The Business, Red Alert, we were 
going to play with Section 5 but our set got canceled. Red 
Alert loved us. They had such a good time, they were talk- 
ing about moving here. The Business were just kind of like, 
"Hey, what's up?" 

Carl: "Don't touch my beer" [laughter]. 

Phil: They had kind of a rock-star attitude, not with us, but 
other people said that. 

Do A Runner: How did you hook up with Dim Records in 
Germany? 

Carl: Ullrich [Dim] is friends with Armen from Headache 
records and he was over here visiting him. He heard about 
us and wanted to get in touch with us, so we sent him a 
demo, and he said he wanted to put out an album so we did 
that. Then we did a 4-song CD with him, which came out 
much better than the album because I knew how to use the 
studio better. We're probably doing our next album with 
him also. We're still working that out right now. 

Do A Runner: Outside of music what do you guys do? 
What other interests do you have? 

Phil: I go to medical school. I'm studying podiatry. 

Do A Runner: That's a foot doctor? Why podiatry? 

Phil: Foot and ankle. It's a sports medicine. 

Carl: I'm working my way towards teaching either Germanic 
or Scandinavian studies. I'm really into languages and 
mythology and that kind of stuff. Old literature, like the 


Icelandic sagas, Beowulf, Old Anglo Saxon verse... I also 
collect beer paraphernalia. 

Perry: When I'm not doing music, I like to get out of the 
city and go camping and fishing. I'm married, so my wife 
and I try to find time to spend together. I like to play basket- 
ball and soccer. 

Do A Runner: What rock star or celebrity would you most 
like to punch in the face? 

Carl: Billy Joel. I hate Billy Joel. That guy's disgusting. 
Phil: That guy looks like a damn troll. 

Do A Runner: A lot of people say Billy Joel... 

Perry: I'd have to say Michael Jackson. 

Do A Runner: Why? 

Perry: Well, I really do honestly think that he molested 
those kids. I really do. And aside from that I think he's just 
totally lost touch with reality. Maybe the back of my hand 
would bring him back [laughter]. 

Phil: Probably Axl Rose. I don't like that guy. He wouldn't 
fight that dude from Motley Criie so you know he's a punk 
right there. How could you write songs about "immigrants" 
and "niggers" and then have some black dude playing 
guitar in your band. What's up with that [laughter]!

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Helen Of Oil has quickly become one of the finest street-punk labels, releasing great Oil from all corners of the globe. 
The quality of the music is always matched with excellent packaging (7"s always have three fold panels and many of the 
LPs are released on the 1 0" format). Originally a vinyl-only label, H.0.0. has begun to release newer titles on CD as well 
as licensing older titles out to labels like Walzwerk and GMM for CD release. Interview conducted by Ben Richards. 


Do A Runner: What influenced you to start the label? 

Bob: A lack of new Oil/street-punk being released. I had been running a mail order list selling rare punk/Oi! records for 
a year or two. It became harder to get stock in good condition, so I began to think of putting out some new stuff. I was told 
of a new band called Pressure 28 and we sorted out the release of the “Get Ready” b/w "Up Yours” 7". Things have just 
gone on from there. 

Do A Runner: Do you only release Oil/street-punk? 

Bob: Helen of Oil records is dedicated to continue to release good street-punk for as long as possible. I have been into

Do A Runner: How many people are there behind the label? 

Bob: Just me, although as things have started to get busy now, my wife helps out with the accounts/book keeping, etc. 
Do A Runner: What year was Helen Of Oi! born? 

Bob: First release was July '93. 

Do A Runner: How many records have you released so far? 

Bob: Twenty-nine [see discography]. 

Do A Runner: Has there been a record that was your personal favorite or anything you regret releasing? 

Bob: I've liked them all, but I think my favorite is the Streets Of Violence 7" EP by Braindance. My only regrets so far 
have been two records that recieved mixed reviews. The LP by Jumpin Land Mines and the LP by the Fork Hunts. All other 
releases have been well recieved everywhere. 

Do A Runner: So what's gonna be going on with Helen Of Oi! in the future as far as releases? 

Bob: We have plenty of great records lined up. Next is the new Lower Class Brats 7". Then planned is a 7" by Bottom Of 
The Barrel (New York band), then an LP by the London band, Hardskin — this LP is amazing ! A Lower Class Brats LP and 
many more. Oh yeah, a Side Burns LP/CD. 

Do A Runner: Well is there anything you'd like to say in closing? 

Bob: Cheers for the interview. Thanks to anyone who is reading this who has bought any of our releases. Those who 
haven't, do so! i

His voice is getting louder 
all the time, and his eyes and voice carry emotion I ain't seen 
outside J.Strummer. Every so often, the frustration of a singer 
whose band after 18 months still supports rejects, comes to 
and he will punch the wall hard during certain sentences. 
There ain't none of that, cool, man with a mission, 'I'm so 
relevant'-shit that 9 out of 1 0 blokes find the need to wear. 

"See, that's why we're still at the bottom of the bill. Your 
average crowd sees us come on and even before we start 
they've got us sussed as no-hope bandwaggoners. Then on'II 
stroll some band in all the right tags, and introduce a song 
called, I dunno "Boring Labour Exchange," and everyone 
goes, 'ah, the right attitude, they must be good,' but d'you 
reckon they wrote that song 'cos they feel about it or 'cos 
that's what they're expected to sing? 
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"I mean, surely an audience can see when a group's 
acting. The first sign is to do the old 'you lot is so boring. 
Why don't you piss off'-routine. I'd love just once to see an 
audience walk out completely on a band like that. I can't 
see what that means. I never want to say 'piss off/ that's 
admitting defeat, I'm up there to try and make people 
listen, I want them to hear, how can you achieve anything 
playing for yourself? If I sing "Hey Little Rich Boy," I don't 
want to sing it to me mates. I want to sing it to the fucking 
ponces of rich kids. I wanna rub their noses in the shit I've 
had to put up with. If I want to get at an apathetic crowd, 
I'll aim the song at 'em. But just to go, 'fuck off,' is to get 
all your supporters to 'hurray,' 'slike Ripped'nlorn fanzine 
which said something about how all the time I'm onstage 
I'm trying to prove how working class I am and all them 
poncy NME letters about 'new elitism' 
and stuff. Look, fuck it all, them type 
of people are gonna kill punk. They 
must really think I've read a few books 
on how to act. They want us all to go 
'way and calm down 'cos they don't 
think I know what I'm talking about. 

What bollocks is that? If I say I hate so 
and so, it's 'cos I know I hate so and 
so. I know and that's all there is to it. 

But these cunts think, 'ah, an obvious 
care of socio-bollocko fuckism caused 
by disillusionment' and they gonna 
get all artsy with words and tell bands 
this an' that an' for you know where 
you are, that gut level rock reaction, 
that is the only way I know, is gone. 

"What was it that bloke wrote? Oh 
yeah, that I shouldn't have had a dig 
at the middle class 'cos they can't help where they're born 
either. Oh well sorry then, I understand now, how silly of 
me. I'll go away again. I didn't realize that you can't speak 
out against something that's kept me at the piss hole end 
of the scale while Lord Ponconby Allaenby little kids run up 
drug bills on more money than my dad, YOUR DADS, ever 
earned in a year. That's just how it is, is it? They come and 
see me 'cos I'm this month's trend. A bit of rough. Let me 
say something to all them people who try and file my atti- 
tude under some "-ism" or another. My attitude might seem 
thick to you 'cos I was brought up to be thick to keep rich 
cunts in money. If I don't show meself now, I never will, 'cos 
nobodies ever wanted to know before and I ain't that much 
of a prat to know that in a couple of years I'll be on my arse 
again. What it is, see, is that most of these people are used 


to a sham, as in fake, with bands cornin' on with well 
thought-out approaches, disgusting what they mean to say 
in a load of wordy bollocks, Sham 69 speak exactly what 
loads of geezers think and most important, what I THINK. 
And if Ripped'nlorn or all them fuckin' students or people 
who write letter don't like it, well sorry dartin', that's just 
the way it is. 

"How 'bout this! We [played] the Other Cinema at short 
notice, for the Time Outset. Any rate, we were playin' away 
and there's a few of the boys dancing in the front and all 
the rest [are] stuck back in their seats, y'know, a chewing 
the pipe stalk and all that, so I goes to the mike and said, 
'I want you to know who it is I'm playin' for. It's for these 
people who come to have a laugh and dance, not you cunts 
just analyzing my attitude.' 

"So, come the end of the set, they 
wanted to ask questions while we stood 
there. After a lot of shoutin', we says, 
'alright, it'll be a laugh,' but the first 
question up is some Aussie bird with 
nothing about the words or songs: 'I 
say, when you made a remark about 
us being cunts, was it a direct anti- 
feminist reference?' 

"I mean [laughs] fuck me... that's 
why that type never achieve fuck-all 
'cept depression. I shoulda tolda that 
it was a term of affection, 'no lady, I 
love cunts.' Then I reckon someone 
whoulda said I was anti-gay... 

"But that's what I mean, all this crap 
people mask things with. I just want to 
call a spade a spade and people want 
to tell me different. 

"That bird reporter who asked me [also asked me] that 
'cos I'm a punk 'how much did I see the Velvet Underground 
as an influence.' If you ask me, punk goes back to, I dunno, 
the vikings going, 'oh fuck, I'm being whipped,' it's just 
saying what you feel." 

It probably doesn't come across in this interview but 
Jimmy is probably the only bloke in (or probably out) of 
punk that can make me cry with laughter. He talks nearly 
as fast as me and all the time wears an expression that 
sometimes makes you wonder if he's bothered about any- 
thing. As long as you listen, though, it's clear he means it 
with more passion than it comes across in print. 

With that, all the time, he asks every girl going past if 
she's alright. When a row of business gents made for the 
bog, Jimmy got there first and stood by the door like a 
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commisionaire and gave each one a napkin and a 'good 
morning sir/ and told them the water was on their desks 
and he hoped they would be able to sort it all out. I tell 'ya, 
every two minutes it's a nudge on the arm and 'ere, watch 
this, we'll have a laugh here.' 

If you ask what kind of a past the band's had, you'll need 
a packed lunch. 

"We were playing the college, a while back, when it was 
the old band, an' we're on and all the students are chuckin' 
cans 'an stuff and there's a near riot. So I does a stroll to 
the mike and says, 'Look, you wankers, don't chuck any- 
thing 'less you mean it— right!' an' a fuckin' great party 
of 7 goes 'wallop' to the side of me nut. I was thinking, 
'what did I say that for, for fuck's sake," and I look over an' 
Albie's got his bass by the neck and is swingin' it at this 
bunch of geezers so I jump down an' I'm doing' the old 
'you're dead and you're dead'-bit, pointin' my finger at 
about 30 geezers, y'know. All this time, the rest of the band 
are playin' on up there! So I shouted, 'here's your encore' 
and give 'em 2 fingers and we run off. And they chased us. 
So we barricaded ourself into the dressin' room which was 
at the top of some stairs, while our manager went out to 


try and calm 'em down. Any rate, as soon as he walked 
downstairs some geezer went 'whack' and laid him out, an' 
we've been approached by the college secretary who tells 
US to go and apologize. So I saw about four of them fire 
buckets bangin' — 2 with sand and 2 with water — so we 
walks over to the fuckin' lot of 'em. The killer is that as 
they're tryin' to get out of shot they're tramplin' all over 
our manager who's still on the deck, ah he's groanin', 'fuck 
Sham 69... fuck all of 'ya...'" 

At this point the tape runs out but the stories flowed... 
the time they played a parent/teacher-type institution and 
the curtains opened, band playing intro and Jimmy with 
back to crowd. When Jimmy turned to sing the opening 
verse I think most people notice the fucking huge 'Lonely 
Nights' dildo strapped on to the front of his jeans. Curtains 
closed but Jimmy ran in front of 'em till he was dragged 
off and beat up. 

"Yeah, we did all sorts of idiot stuff back then, playin' 
standards to middle-aged people, that's all we were there 
for, the laugh..." 

I said I wasn't surprised people hardly book them now, 
and Jimmy stopped laughing. 
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"I know, but I wish it was something 
as basic as that. Like that Droitwitch 
thing. I hear we're doin' it an' the 
band are feelin' great, y'know, playing 
to a few people at last. So there we 
are all ready an' that, till one day I 
sees a poster for it on a wall. And I'm 
reading down and down these bands 
I never heard of till I'm reading 'print- 
ed in Watford.' So I goes through it 
again. Do you know that was the first 
I knew my band had been dropped 
to make way for some new boys... 

Some fuckin' business deal I s'pose. 

"Don't no one tell me punk's about 
getting' up and playing. As it stands 
now it's about what business contract... 

What deal's gone on; all that. We tried to go on at the Vortex, 
just 'cos we wanted to play, maybe some people even want- 
ed to hear us, but what happens? Shit gets kicked outa me 
for tryin' to nick guitars. But does anyone care? Do they? 
Fuck. It's getting further and further away from street kids 
and if that sounds hippy or cliche thats too fuckin' bad." 

(It's about time I said that Sham 69 are playing the best 
live set around, and I s'pose apart from anything else that's 
what matters, and since we did this interview the crowd 
following the Sham's is getting bigger by the performance. 
The hard thing nowdays if you write about a band you 
genuinely think are the big six (whatever yours is), is that 
always someone else is gonna think you're writing it for 
some arse-lick reason. When we did Chelsea/Cortinas 
interviews all we got was letters saying how they're only 
in Glue 'cos Step Forward signed 'em. I don't s'pose it had 
anything to do with them being good bands who were other- 
wise ignored in the press had it? At this time Mark P. is try- 


ing hard to get the Shams to do a 
one-off single for the label he 
signs good bands for. Shockin' 
ain't it?) 

I don't care if they surface on on 
Step Forward, EMI or Deutshes 
Gramophone, I know the band are 
strong enough to fuck any big biz 
trip, 'cos they feel like you and me 
and they know this scene has more 
than its fair share of bad smells. 
But if Sham 69 go down without 
any recognition, well, that'd be 
sickening. 

We can sort a lot of this current 
shit out if we recognize the genuine 
from the crud who want our money 
and nothing else. I ain't gonna say Sham are THE ANSWER 
'cos who really believes that it's all gonna fall into place 
one day, but they are part of what I always thought this 
lark was about. 

"I care about the people who come and see us, that's why 
I did the Roxy encore when only four people clapped, I don't 
even think about the others. I care about what happens to 
my band and geezers like us. I hope I don't come off like 
some whiter than white preacher or some fuckin' man-who- 
wus-wronged, 'cos that ain't it. I ain't got nothing to prove, 
but I got plenty to say for meself, an' whether or not people 
think I'm a cunt or not is up to them. 

"It just mystifies me how kids who can be satisfied with 
a scene that has got twisted so that punks are judging you 
on your looks and how big your name is on the bill. 

"Punk's got so many followers who don't give a fuck 
what you say or think... So what's it all about?" <i

Hopefully this interview with 
singer Jeff will clear up some of the rumors surrounding the 
band. Since this q&a was conducted, the band has decided 
to release their new album, The Right To Remain Violent on 
GMM Records, not on Kickback as is stated below. Pictured 
above from left to right is Tim, Don, Lloyd and Jeff. Don is 
no longer in the band. Interview by Ben Richards. 

do a runner: You guys have a new album coming 
out soon, huh? 

jeff: Yeah, It should hopefully be out sometime in May. 
There have been countless obstacles and delays in getting 
everything done, but it's all coming together. The new CD 
will be called Right To Remain Violent. It will be on Kickback 
Records from Canada. 

do a runner: Any sort of tour plans or anything? 
jeff: No, not at the moment. It's hard as shit for us to 
get away for any prolonged periods of time. So we just play 
here and there on weekend adventures. Maybe one day we 
will be able to do some sort of tour. We have recently been 
contacted about a tour in Europe. It would be a dream come 
true to do that, but who knows. Whether or not that or any- 
thing else will materialize remains to be seem. 
do a runner: There have been rumors saying you 
guys are closet Nazis... 


jeff: We don't hide our opinions behind any closet. If 
we were Nazis you would know it. That rumor is just that: 

A RUMOR! If we were truly Nazis don't you think we would 
be out playing all of those "Aryan Fests?" We have been 
outspoken in the past against gays knowing damn well we 
would get criticized for it. Yet, that didn't change the fact 
that we wrote the anti-gay song "Stay In The Closet." So if 
we were truly Nazis, I would say it without any fear of public 
backlash. The fact is yes we are a patriotic band, and no we 
are MOT Nazis. We are skinheads plain and simple. We don't 
get wrapped-up in all that political trivial pursuit. 9 times 
out of 1 0, the people who start rumors are mama's boys who 
ore trying to follow politically correct guidelines in order to 
be socially accepted. Fashion faggots like that need to take 
the board out of their ass and get a life. 
do a runner: Stormwatch is the only band I know 
of from Delaware. Is there much of a scene there? 
jeff: Delaware used to have a good scene years ago. In 
years past there were other skin bands around. These days 
things aren't as good as they once were. We are the only 
Oi! band here in Delaware. Plus there is the white power 
band Nordic Thunder, a hardcore band that has ex-skins, 
called Hard Response; plus a shit-load of cheesy punk bands, 
that's all in our hometown. We hang out in Philadelphia a 
lot, that's only a half hour away. There are 3 new Oi! bands 
just getting started in Philly. They are the Breaker Boys, 
Aggroculture, and 2404. Plus Pennsylvania in general, New 
Jersey, New York, Baltimore, DC, etc. are all close drives. 
So this area as a whole has a lot going on. Unfortunately 
our hometown has seen better days. 
doarunner:I heard the new album is not going to 
be on Under Siege, as I understand you were unhappy with 
the way that At War With Peace was released? 
jeff: We weren't happy with a lot of things about that 
album. For one, the music on it was recorded and produced 
badly. Plus we did kind of a quickie job on it, so the tunes 
themselves were below our potential. One listen to our 
upcoming CD and you'll see what I'm talking about. As for 
Under Siege, yes, we were pissed off to all hell when we saw 
the final product. All sorts of typos and misspellings in the 
lyric and the thanks list. Plus he took the liberty of inserting 
a picture of a black guy sieg heiling in the inlay. That was 
done without our prior knowledge or consent. Don't get me 
wrong, we know the guy who is heiling and we did send the 
picture to the label. Yet we didn't give that idiot permission 
to put it in the fucking CD. For those interested, the black 
Nazi's name is Kyle. Or "Sieg Kyle" as he prefers [laughs]. 
He has been out of the scene for a few years now. His mem- 
ory will always live on — it's not like we could ever forget 
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something as amusing as a black Nazi, know what I mean? 
Strange world we live in. 

do a runner: Rumor is that there is going to be a 
"Stay in the Closet pt.2" on this album. Did you get a lot of 
shit for the first one? Are you guys religious? 
j eff: There is a "Stay In The Closet pt.2," but it won't be 
on the new CD. Actually, we don't know if it will ever be 
released. We grew bored with the topic. The first "Stay In 
The Closet" was written almost 5 years ago. I don't even 
give fags a second thought these days. Well, unless of course 
one makes a play for my schlong or something. We are 
opposed to all aspects of that disgusting culture and every- 
one should know that by now. So there is no need to keep 
repeating ourselves. Of course we got 
shit for the first one. If we thought we 
wouldn't, we never would have written 
it. We like pissing people off. Why? 

Because everyone these days is so 
fucking politically correct and uptight

and a few early '90s bands. The only HC bands I still like are 
Sheer Terror, Warzone, Breakdown and a few others. For 
the most part, my interest in hardcore fizzled out around '91. 
do a runner: Are there any line-up changes since 
the last album? If so, why? 

jeff: Yes, Don and Matt Yonker who played on the first 
album are no longer in the band. The split was because of 
musical differences and personality conflicts. The line-up as 
it stands now is me, Jeff on vocals, Tim on guitar, Uoyd on 
bass, and Jeff C. on drums. 

DO a Runner: What kinds of people do you get at 
shows? Do you have any sort of punk following, or just 
skins? How do you feel about punk and skin unity? 

jeff: The majority of our crowd are 
skinheads. I see punks and others 
scattered about at shows. That's cool 
and all, but we are a skinhead band. 
Thus, we [sing] about skinhead-related 
topics. Some punks can relate to that 
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in their own identity, that they will say and do whatever they 
think will gain them the most friends. In this age of political 
correctness and sensitivity training, that's the socially accept- 
able road to take, so they do. As for us being relgious, I 
personally believe in God, but am far from religious. I am 
too busy being drunk. 

do a runner: Have you been playing shows much? 
jeff: No, it snowed too damn much this winter to go play 
anywhere. We will be playing out a good bit after the new 
CD comes out and the weather gets a little warmer. 
do a runner: I also heard that besides the new CD 
you might put out a 7”, what's the scoop on that? 
jeff: That's been put on the back burner for a while. 
No new details will be available about that until after the 
new CD comes out. There will be shirts, posters and stickers 
with the new CD. The first 200 people to order the CD get 
the poster free. That is, if you order directly from the label. 
do a runner: The Stormwatch sound is very hard, 
almost hardcore. Do you have any hardcore influences? 
jeff: We're influenced heavily by hard, violent-sounding 
Oi! bands, such as our favorite band, Condemned 84. That 
kind of shit gets my blood pumping. That's what influences 
us the most. As for hardcore, I haven't really been much into 
'90s hardcore. I loved hardcore back in the mid-to-late '80s 


all scum in my opinion. 
do a runner: Any closing comments? 
jeff: Cheers for the interview. Best wishes with the 'zine 
and everything else in life. The new CD and other merch- 
andise will be out soon. So be sure to check it out. Anyone 
who wishes to write to us for any reason, feel free to do so. 
Keep the faith and stay true. Oi!

Do A Runner: There's a 
bunch of pictures of skins on 
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the inside cover of the 7"; are the skins and punks pretty 
united in your scene? 

Bones: Yeah, things are getting better. There are always 
people that don't like each other, but it's not really based 
on if you're a skin or a punk 
Do A Runner: Have you guys played any shows out- 
side of Texas? If not, any plans to? 

Bones: This month [July '96] will be our first show out- 
side of Texas, in New Orleans with Blanks 77. 
Hopefully we will be doing a two week tour of the East 
Coast early next year. 

Do A Runner: What do you guys do when you're not 
playing in the band? 


Bones: We all work. I bake bagels, Rick is a cook, Marty 
works for a retail shop and Rob washes dishes for cops. 
When we're not doing that it's mostly beer and TV. 

Do A Runner: It seems like it's becoming trendy to 
be punk or skin and the scene in general seems to be 
growing. Do you consider this a good thing? 

Bones: I think it's alright. It gets more people exposed 
to good music, but at the same time it brings in tons of 
trendy posers and boneheads who think it's all about 
something it's not.

Sunday Soccer [LP] 

Good debut from these California up- 
starts. A bit more on the '77 punk side 
as compared to other current Cali Oi! 
bands who are a lot more skinhead-y. 
Fast, short songs, with lots of good 


sing-along parts and excellent vocals. 
Comes on nice swirled vinyl, though 
big points are lost for the weak pack- 
aging that doesn't even include a lyric 
sheet or any real info, though I hear 
the CD version does!?).

America; the album should be called 
"Sunday Baseball!" Besides those very 
minor gripes, The Choice definitely 
deserve your support and are more 
proof of the strong and diverse Oi! 
scene developing here in the States.

Hard Nuts And Hard Cunts [LP] 

An entire album of Cockney Rejects/ 
Sham 69-worship by what I have a 
feeling (and hope) is a side-project 
having a knees-up playing Oi! as this 
LP features the most cliche and ridicu- 
lous lyrics imaginable (not to mention 
the band's name). Fun and at times 
even funny (the back cover art is a 
well-done piss-take on the Partisans), 
but not nearly fun or funny enough 
to merit a purchase at extremely high 
import prices.

Self-Titled [CD] 

What we got here is a damn near- 
perfect release! 15 tracks of hard-as- 
fuckin'-nails, fast street-punk along 
the lines of a more melodic and palat- 
able Antiseen. Though LimecelPs 
guitarist used to be in the Arresting 
Officers, as far as I can tell there's not 
a drop of dodgy politics to be found on 
this disc. If you like your punk hard, 
fast and real, run out and get this CD 
and while you're at it, be sure to pick 
up their debut T featuring the sure-to- 
be a classic anthem, "You're Not Punk, 
You're Dirty."

POBEL UNDGESSOCKS 

Oi! Punk Pervers [mini-LP] 

There's some excellent Oi! coming 
out of Germany these days (Rabuken, 
Kiezgesox, Stage Bottles, etc.) and 
Pobel Und Gessocks, who were once 
known as Becks Pistols (and feature 
the singer from Body Checks), lead 
the pack. This mini-LP includes six 
tracks of hard, sing-along street-punk 
with fantastic vocals a la pre-long hair 
Bohse Onkelz.

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CONDEMNED 84 face The Aggression/ Boots Go Marching In [CD/CD] 
Condemned 84 are one of the best of the 2nd wave of UK Oi! bands, so it's 
great to finally have these classics re-issued domestically. Face The Aggression 
is C84'$ best release (and one of the all-around best Oi! albums ever), with 
song after song of ultra-violent street-punk with catchy choruses, excellent 
playing and some mean-ass vocals — a true hammer of a record! Boots Go 
Marching In collects the band's Oil's Not Dead T, the In Search Of The New 
Breed \T and their cuts from the This Is Street Punk compilation. Again, an 
essential record though not as powerful as Face The Aggression. Although there 
are many rumors about this band's politics, lyrically, on these two releases, they 
just come off as super-patriotic (the lyrics are included with both these re-issues 
for your own inspection). Both of these discs— along with their classic debut 
Battle Scarred— are absolutely mandatory purchases for any real skinhead or 
Oi! enthusiast.

Cheesy, 
over-produced pub-rock with many 
wanky guitar solos (they even do a 
Bon Jovi cover). Oh how the mighty

THE DISCOCKS 
TOM AND BOOTBOYS 

Hated And Proud [split 7"] 

While this isn't as good as some of the 
out-right superb Oi! sounds coming 
from West Japan these days (Hawks, 
LR.F., Crickey Crew, Sideburns, etc.), 
this is still a good record with the usual 
Japanese punk hipnx in full-effect. The 
Discocks side is the better one with two 
good tracks, one being a mis-titled 
coyer of Menace's "Last Year's Youth." 
Tom And Bootboys play some really 
sloppy drunk-punk reminiscent of an 
even more primitive version of NYC's 
own Casualties. [Knock-Out Records] 

VARIOUS ARTISTS 

Oi! Against Racism [LP] 

While this comp, which was put togeth- 
er by Marco of Klasse Kriminal, opens 
with a weak live cut from the Angelic 
Upstarts, things swing into full-gear 
with a killer new(!) Nabat track fol- 
lowed by great cuts from Skacha, The 
Stage Bottles, Klasse Kriminale, The 
Templars, Klaxon, Brickwall United 
and the Drunken Nuns. The comp, also 
features one of the best "political" 
cuts I've heard in ages by Attila The 
Stockbroker (though it ain't exactly 
"Oi!"), a spoken word piece by The 
N.N. Allstars (in Italian) and previously 



released cuts by Sham 69, Red Alert, 
Red London and The Oppressed. 
Rounded out with great packaging 
that includes a big fold-out insert with 
photos and lyrics from all involved 
(finally it looks like people in the Oi! 
scene are realizing that, while music 
is obviously the most important aspect 
of a release, packaging shouldn't be 
a mere afterthought), this is another 
must-buy comp, for the hungry Oi!

Streetpunk Worldwide [7" EP] 

This 7" comp, features Oi! and pogo- 
punk by similar-minded bands from 
all across the globe. The stand-outs 
would have to be Japan's Discocks with 
their broken English, Ejected meets 
Partisans-style pogo-punk and NYC's 
own Bottom Of The Barrel, who kick 
out a real memorable, gruff Oi! sing- 
along.
